He reminded us, in words of 
singular force and beauty, that it does not 
consist of ‘starr’d and Spangled courta, where 
low-bred baseness wafts perfume to pride,’ but 
of high-minded men, ‘men who their duties 
know, but know their rights, and, knowing, 
dare maintain,’ If England as a nation is to 
realise that ideal, the-honours which she has to 
confer upon her distinguished sons must not be 
bought and sold in the political market-place, 
but should be preserved as a priceless reward 
for those whose lofty character and intellectual 
equipment fit them to become the forerunners 
of a race of statesmen.”

of this £31,000 is set down to less Government 
work and lower rates, but the deficiency would 
have been greater had it not been for the 
earnings of certain extra voyages. Outward 
Indian trade was demoralised by a conflict be- 
tween the English and German lines ¢ 

in the Antwerp branch of this trade, while 
homeward freights from Indian ports were con- 
siderably below the normal point, and cargo 
was often exceptionally scarce. In Australia 
freights also suffered in Consequence of a fall of 
nearly 50 per cent. in the carrying rates for 
refrigerated produce, and the cargo fleet en- 
gaged in the local trade between India, China, 
and Japan was not so fully employed as in the 
previous year, The passenger ‘season, however, 
was a good one, thé total traffic of £1,087,407 
being an improvement of £102,719 on last 
year, but the expense of working the new 
vessels engaged in this service, which are 
much larger than the ships replaced, and the 
further disbursements arising from the extra 
voyages, materially swelled the expenditure, 
which, apart from the sinking fund, shows an 
excess in the cost of navigating the fleet of 
upwards of £100,000, a considerable propor- 
tion of which is attributable to the acceleration 

of the mail service, The net result of the year's 
operations is really, very satisfactory, for after
